SOUTHERN SCHOOL BOOKS. 
One of the most discouraging considera­ 
tions, to those who wish to believe that the 
South is progressing, is the presistenee 
with which the rising generation there is 
educated to hate the North, to believe in 
the righteousness of Secession, and to re­ 
gard all the events and measures of the 
past twenty years from a distinctively pec- 
tional standpoint. That this is the case 
is demonstrated only too clearly by ex­ 
tracts from Southern school histories now 
used in at least seven States. Children 
who derive all their knowledge of the his­ 
tory of their country from these books can 
hardly escape being imbued with preju­ 
dices and heresies as bitter and mischievous 
as their parents have cherished. That the 
main purpose of compiling and adopting 
such text-books is to keep alive sectional 
animosities cannot be doubted, for no other 
motive would explain the state of facts. 
So long as special histories are written to 
present the Southern and Secession view 
of the rebellion, and so long as Southern 
children are taught to look upon the North 
as an oppressor ami usurper, it will be vain 
to expect a cessation of that unfriendli­ 
ness which has so long existed between 
the North and the South. 
The bias 
of the text books to 
which we refer 
is too 
gross to bo covered or mis­ 
taken. 
Thus 
we 
find all 
the 
Northo n soldiers and statesmen of the 
war period either ignored or traduced, 
while the Southern leaders and legislators 
are held up to admiration as the greatest 
heroes and pages of the century. The 
North is represented as being without 
ciltnreor refinement, mercenary, greedy, ' 
mscrnpulou8 and cruel. 
The South is 
pictured as noble, heroic, magnanimous, 
and especially as patriotic. It would we 
fear be very difficult to eradicate the mis­ 
chievous errors inculcated by these soph­ 
istical and specious text-books, and the 
evil which they must necessarily produce 
suggests the wisdom of the recommenda­ 
tion already made to the people, for a 
system of national supervision over popu­ 
lar educational machinery. For if it is 
admitted to be a duty of Government to 
sec that every child born into the nation 
has opportunity to acquire the knowledge 
needed for the fit discharge of the functions 
of citizenship, it must surely be no less 
writhiu governmental scope to prevent the 
deliberate inculcation of treasonable theo­ 
ries by any State. 


THE CONNECTICUT TOWN 
ELECTION?. 
The Connecticut town elections cannot 
be regarded as a very trustworthy gauge 
of the current of feeling on national poli­ 
tics, because local questions enter so 
largely into them. 
Their outcome this 
year, however, eeems to indicate a decid­ 
edly strong Republican movement id the 
State, and may be accepted as showing 
that next month the Garfield ticket will 
have a much better prospect than was 
perhaps anticipated. 
Connecticut lias 
been for some time a doubtful State, but 
there is now good ground for hoping that 
it will come out from that category, and 
be Republican. It is at least evident that 
the Maine election has not produced any 
effects ohtside of that State, and this cir­ 
cumstance will no doubt have an encour­ 
aging influence upon the canvass in Ohio 
and Indiana. 
We regard the reconstruction acts (so-called) of 
Congress, aa such, as usurpations and unconstitu­ 
tional, revolutionary and void.—[Democratic Plat­ 
form, 1858. 


The wise man, when contemplating 
political action, looks beyond the imme­ 
diate effect of his vote, and endeavors to 
ascertain what general tendency he is 
about to help or to hinder. In the pres­ 
ent canvass this thoughtful forward exam­ 
ination is peculiarly needed, and it must 
bring all who make it to the conviction 
that the interests of the country, which 
means the best good of the people, de­ 
mand support of the Republican party. 
Among the most important questions of 
the near future is that of the reorganiza­ 
tion of the civil service. The efforts thus 
far made to introduce reforms in this 
respect have failed mainly because public 
opinion had not been enlightened suffi­ 
ciently on the subject. It must, however, 
soon be recognized that the source of cor­ 
ruption in politics, and of nearly all the 
scandals which have hitherto accompanied 
our national party contests, is the present 
unsatisfactory condition of the civil ser­ 
vice. To bring about the necessary re­ 
forms, to take federal office-holding out of 
politics, to abolish Congressional patron­ 
age, and to make federal appointments 
depend upon ascertained fitness instead of 
partisan claims, must be the work of the 
generation which is now entering the vot­ 
ing period of life. In order that reform 
may have any stable basis to proceed upon, 
there must then be in the dominant party 
some recognition of the need of it. Is 
there any such recognition in the Demo­ 
cratic party now ? Assuredly there is not. 
That party clings with fierce tenacity to 
the maxim : “ To the victors belong the 
“ spoils.” Its chief incitement to action at 
this moment is the desire to fill the ninety 
thousand offices in the control of the fed­ 
eral Government. It lia3 never at any 
time given the faintest indication of a desire 
for reform in this direction, and no honest 
Democrat will pretend that if his party 
was in power there wuuld be any hope 
whatever of such a change. The Democ­ 
racy is and mast be controlled by the 
South so long as the latter is solid. About 
this there can be no question, and the de­ 
monstration is simple. The South brings 
13S electoral votes with it. The Northern 
Democracy, should it do its best, cannot 
raise more than 50. It is therefore per­ 
fectly clear that the region which put3 the 
most capital into the firm will demand and 
receive the most profits. A Democratic 
victory consequently must be a Southern 
victory, and to ascertain what the party will 
do if it succeeds we must find out what 
the South wants most. It is to be borne 
in mind that thuB far all the Democratic 
moderation has been confined to the North, 
and that the Southern press and speakers 
have been radical and audacious in their 
demands. Reflecting on the relations be­ 
tween the two sections, as outlined above, 
it follows that the Southern policy is the 
one to pay attention to, since it is clear 
that Northern Democratic moderation must 
give way at the last, because the Northern 
Democmcy is the weaker of the two. Now 
we know that amoDg other things the 
South demands the abolition of the Na­ 
tional Banks, to the end that State Banks 
may be substituted for them. "What this 
involves all who remember the old State 
banking system already know. It would 
restore the era of high exchange, multi­ 
form currencies, general loss and embar­ 
rassment and risk, thus impeding and in­ 
juring commerce, and putting the country 
back fifty years. 
This, however, is but one of the smaller 
measures demanded by the South. That 
region baq no intention of abandoning its 
purpose to nullify the constitutional 
amendments, and we may be sure that if 
it was in full control of the Government it 
would at once set about reorganizing the 
Supreme Court with a view to the attain­ 
ment of this end. That the Southern 
claims now on file would be pressed there 
can be no doubt. That the Democratic and 
Southern hostility to national education 
would be exhibited is equally certain. 
Perhaps the only hope of settling the 
Southern problem is by educating the peo­ 
ple of that region, and this process they 
would 
certainly 
resist if they had 
the power to do so, since they continue to 
believe that the negro ought to be kept in 
a degraded condition, and since their 
“ poor w hite” class has not intelligence 
or energy enough to desire knowledge. 
In all these directions, therefore, it is 
evident that Democratic supremacy would 
be hostile to progress and civilization, 
nor can it be showr^ that 
there 
would be any compensations in the situa­ 
tion. 
The Democratic party has never 
allied itself with progressive ideas. 
Its 
traditional attitude was recently well 
described by a Republican speaker, who 
said that the watchword of the Republicans 
had always been “ Forward ! ” while that 
of their opponents was “ As you were !” 
The policy of the Democrats has been 
to thwart and undo what the Republicans 
were striving to accomplish. 
They have 
endeavored to prevent the salvation of the 
Union. They have striven to destroy the 
public credit. They have labored to hin­ 
der resumption. They have opposed civil 
service reform. 
They have done their 
utmost to corrupt the franchise. 
They 
have resisted the extension of freedom to the 
negro. They have turned the cold shoulder 
to educational reform. 
They have sought 
to promote ill-feeling between Labor and 
Capital. 
They have acted at all times as 
though they were the paid attorneys of 
Anarchy, and Fraud, and Lawlessness, and 
Oppression, and Ignorance. A party with 
such a record cannot be trusted in the 
future. 
There is no ground for expecting 
that its character will change. In fact, it 
embraces all the opposite elements to those 
which have w-rought the salvation and 
achieved the prosperity of the nation. 
It 
represents the sinister and retrogressive 
tendencies of society, and its success would 
pull the country backward a full genera­ 
tion. 
For these reasons thinking men, 
who look forward as well as to the imme­ 
diate present, must see the futility of 
basing any hope of reform or progress upon 
the Democratic party. 


INDIANA 
Notwithstanding the statements which 
come across the wires, wo must adhere to 
the belief that a Republican victory in In­ 
diana ought not to be anticipated. The 
grounds of this belief are sufficiently ob­ 
vious. Indiana has been a Democratic 
State ever since 1S70, and it was a Demo­ 
cratic State before the war. In 1S70 it 
gave a Democratic majority of 2,558; in 
1S72 it gave a Democratic majority of 
1,118 ; in 1874 the same party had a ma­ 
jority of 17,252; in 1S76 they had a 
majority of 5,555 ; and in 1878 their ma­ 
jority reached 
14,113. 
In the face 
of 
these 
figures, 
what 
reason is 
there to expect 
that 
the 
Repub­ 
licans will carry the State this year! 
Unquestionably they desire to do so, but 
so do the Democrats, and one party is 
working as hard as the other. It is no 
easy thing to overcome a majority of 
14,000 at the best of times, bnt now the 
dominant party has special reasons for 


making the strongest contest it is capable 
of, and it is .in a position to obtain abun­ 
dant help from the outside. It is trne 
that there is a large Greenback vote in 
Indiana. In 1S7S it was 39,000, and late 
dispatches place it at 30,000 now. Hith­ 
erto this vote has hurt the Republicans 
more than the Democrats, but there 
is 
just 
one chance 
that it may 
not 
operate 
the 
same 
way 
this 
time. The tendency of the Greenbackers 
to fuse with the Democrats has received a 
check in consequence of Senator Bayard’s 
recent New York speech, in which he de­ 
clared that he was in favor of calling in 
and canceling all the greenbacks, and in 
which he gave special significance to this 
statement by adding, “ and the Demo- 
“ cratic candidates for President and Vice- 
“ President want the same kind of resump- 
“ tion that I do—a real, and not a sham 
“ resumption.” When Weaver 6aw this 
speech he at once caused circulars to be 
printed calling upon the Greenbackers 
everywhere to refuse to 
have any­ 
thing 
to 
do with the 
Democrats, 
and these circulars have been sent 
into Indiana. It is therefore possible that 
some of the Indiana Greenbackers may 
prefer to vote the Republican ticket to 
taking a course which would help the 
Democrats, and this constitutes the one 
hopeful feature in the situation. It is, 
however, not enough to build upon. The 
strong presumption is that Indiana will go 
Democratic, and we think that the best to 
be hoped for is a diminution of the major­ 
ity of 1S78. The fact is that there has 
never been any real justification for claim­ 
ing Indiana as a doubtful State. A State 
which 
has gone one way for ten 
years (with the single exception of 
Grant's campaign of 1872, when the 
Bourbons refused to vote for a Liberal 
Republican, and so let the Republicans 
carry the State) ought to be regarded as 
reasonably certain to go the same way now. 
It is perfectly plain from these figures that 
the Democrats will have nothing to boast 
of if they carry it, however. They will in 
that event only be holding their own, and 
if they have a smaller majority than that of 
1878 they will not be doing even this. 
If the State should give them only a 
small majority the practical effect will 
be that of a Republican success. If, 
notwithstanding 
the adverse circum­ 
stances, the Republicans should carry the 
State, it would indicate so extensive a 
reaction that the November elections 
would be discounted to all practical in­ 
tents. 
But the sober, rational view to 
take of the matter is that Indiana is 
normally a Democratic State, and that it 
cannot be expected to change at this time. 
It is not in any sense a test State for the 
Republicans, though it may be so for their 
opponents. The Republican fight there is 
an aggressive one, and it is all uphill work 
for them. The Democrats are merely called 
upon to keep what they have already won. 
THE OTHER OX GORED. 
Some of the liigh-tariff Republican jour­ 
nals at the East are making much ado over 
the fact that the Cobden Club has of late 
distributed some argumentative documents 
in behalf of Free Trade, in various parts of 
the Union. One of these journals, and no 
ie33 a one than the journal founded by 
Horace Greeley, wants to know what would 
be said “ suppose we undertook, through 
“ political emissaries and by other contri- 
“ butions, to take part in an English elec- 
“ tion for members of Parliament.” The 
Tribum appears to imagine that nothing of 
the kind has ever been done. Evidently 
it has a convenient memory, or it could 
hardly have failed to remember that com­ 
plaints of American interference in Ireland 
have been rife for a good many years, 
or that they have rested upon very much 
better evidence than exists in the present 
case. The fact is that the Cobden Club is 
a cosmopolitan institution, and bear3 on its 
lists a considerable number of American 
members. Such names as Horace White, 
David A. Wells, Charles Francis Adams, 
H. S. Moore, and many other well-known 
economists and politicians, are to be found 
there, and it is at least as probable that 
whatever has been done in the distribution 
of documents has had its origin in this 
country, as that the impulse has been Eng­ 
lish. In any case, however, the propa- 
gandiam complained of ia perfectly legiti­ 
mate, and it is to be wished, for the sake 
of general enlightenment, that there was 
more of it. In that case the Western 
farmers would perhaps learn, to recognize 
the truth that it is against their interests 
to sustain the policy of Protection.

THE lUBK'SH NOTE. 
The Turkish note is denounced as un­ 
satisfactory, and one English journal 
characterizes it as a disguised defiance of 
the European Powers. 
It appears to be 
hardly that, though no doubt it was 
meant to stave off action. The point in 
it which enrages the Powers, however, 
evidently is the demand for the fulfillment 
of those provisions of the Treaty of Berlin 
which they guaranteed, but which they 
have done nothing to carry out, though 
they are now righteously indignant be­ 
cause the Porte has failed on its side. 
There is no apposite rejoinder to this 
covert blow at the consistency and justice 
of the Powers, and therefore they are 
angry, as people always are when their 
own faults are pointed out to thém. The 
Porte is doubtless incorrigible, but the 
Powers are not utterly without reproach, 
and their recognition of the fact that their 
armor has been pierced by their victim 
makes them fume exceedingly. 


SAH FRANCISCO ITEMS.

The City of Sydney will sail for Hono­ 
lulu, Auckland and Sydney on the 23d.

Sensation iu Ike Post office Department— 
A Smuggled Subsidy. 
Chicago, October Gth.—'The Inter Ocean’s 
Washington special says : A profound sensa­ 
tion has been created in the Fostotfire De­ 
partment by the discovery that a good-sized 
subsidy to the Pacific Mail Steamship Com­ 
pany has been smuggled through Congress 
unnoticed, under the cover of a proviso in 
the Postofiiee appropriation hill. It will be 
remembered that last winter Davis of Cali­ 
fornia was anxious to have a provision made 
by which a certain portion of the price paid 
the United States for the transcontinental 
portion of the mail service be refunded to 
the Colonies of New Zealand and New South 
Wales. It was explained, however, that 
these Colonies had nothing to do with it, but 
the money was paid to the United States by 
England for carrying the mail between New 
York and San Franciaco, amounting to about 
§80,000 per year, under an agreement be­ 
tween England and her Colonies that the 
former pay the expenses of transportation to 
and from San Francisco, and the Coloides 
take it from there. It was then argued that 
the United States received great benefits from 
the Australian trade and European travel that 
comes across the Pacific from the Colonies to 
San Francisco ; that these Colonies were poor, 
and were now under contract to pay the pa­ 
cific Mail Steamship Company $200,000 per 
year for a monthly service, hut could nut af­ 
ford to renew it, and when the present con­ 
tract expired the line would have to be taken 
off, and there would be no direct communica­ 
tion between San Francisco and New Zea­ 
land, New South Wales and other Australian 
Colonies. In spite of these appeals the at­ 
tempt failed in the Senate, and the postoffice 
officials supposed the matter had been killed 
till the printed law was received to-day, one 
section of which says: “ For such transporta­ 
tion of foreign mails, 8225,000; provided the 
Postmaster-General be authorized to remit in 
favor of the Colonies of New Zealand and 
New South Wales so much of the 
cost of the overland transportation of 
the Australian closed mails as he may 
deem just.” As noted above, the §80,000 re­ 
ceived by the United States for that service 
comes from England ; so, if it is turned over 
to the Colonies it will be a clear gift, and 
might as well come from the Treasury direct, 
because there is no profit from the business 
since our Postoffice Department merely 
charges England cost price for the service. 
It is nothing more than a provision for a sub­ 
sidy to the Bteainship line through a second 
party, the money going to the Colony, to be 
paid to the proprietor of the line by them, 
instead of giving a check direct on the 
Treasury of the United States. 
Tbe 
Postmaster-General is away, and does not 
know of the novel duty imposed upon him, 
and there was no way of learning what he 
thought of it. It was such an astoundir.g 
reveiation to the other officials that they did 
not like to venture an opinion on the matter. 
The clause gives the Postmaster General such 
powers, it will be noticed, that he may 
turn the whole of 
the amount re­ 
ceived for overland service into the 
coffers of the Pacific Mail Company 
if he deems it just. Mr. Blackfan, Superin­ 
tendent of Foreign Mails, suggested that per­ 
haps it could be arranged by saying to 
England that the United States would remit 
say 50 per ceut. of the amount received from 
her each year, provided she would pay it over 
to the Colonies. 
England, however, may 
think we receive benefits enough from the 
Australian trade to attend to tilt matter in a 
handsome style. The spirit of the proviso was 
smuggled in, it is believed at the Postoffice 
Department, through a conference committee, 
and signed by the President unwittingly, for 
it is not believed that he would knowingly 
have placed such a duty of discretionary dis­ 
bursement of so large an amount of money in 
the hands of the Postmaster-General. 
Reunion of Grant's 01*1 Regiment—Speech 
or the General. 
D ecatu r (111.), October dth.— General 
Graut’s old regiment—the Twenty-first Illi­ 
nois-had its reunion here to-day, and it was 
a great success. Three thousand soldiers were 
present. General Grant arrived late in the 
afternoon with General Logan, and was met 
by Governor Oglesby. In the evening, at 
the business meeting. General Grant said, 
after expressing gratification at the meeting 
of the first command he had during the war : 
I suppose more of th m are living than are now 
here, but Bcattercd over our distmt Terri ories 
and developing country- which up to our late 
troubles was not occupied by the white man. I 
have had occasion before to remark, in traveling all 
over the world, that w-ara, while so much to be de­ 
plored, are not altogether unmixed evils. There is 
no place that 1 have been that 1 have not found our 
volunteers; 
no country in 
Europe, none 
in Asia, 
none in 
Africa, where 1 have 
been, that I have not met some of our volun­ 
teers in tho late war—men who, but for the 
change of life from their quiet homes to the Held, 
would probably have never thought of going beyond 
the places where they were brought up. But four 
years of separation from their homes has enlarged 
their ideas, and some have gone fortli to introduce 
American e mmerce in all the distant countries; 
others to our new tributaries in their restlessness, 
and in their fields, on their farms and in their stores 
are developing our great Territories and preparing 
them to become States in this Union. How much 
the Twenty -first Illinois lias contributed to this I am 
not aware, but I will warrant that some of them are 
living in new States and Territories who are unable 
to be present on this occasion. Gentlemen, I am 
glad to sec so liianv of you. and I hope in course of 
the evening we will be able to hear the experience 
of some of you. 
Speeches followed frotn General Logan, ex- 
Goveraor Oglesby and others. 
Details of the Trouble Between the lie 
Indians and Freighters. 
D enver (Col.), October Gth.—Advices from 
Del Norte Btate the following particular?, 
from a reliable source, of the killing of the 
son of aa Indian chief 30 mile3 east of Los 
Pinos Ageucy, September 29th : About 7:30 
in the eveuiug two Indians came whooping 
into the freighters’ camp of J. H. Jackson, 
calling him and his drivers vile names, and 
acting as though they intended to shoot. The 
Iudi&n who is supposed to be killed fired one 
shot, when A. J. Jackson, néphew of J. H. 
Jackson, fired at him. The next day the 
party were surrounded by the Indians, who 
demanded the men who did the shooting the 
night before. Agent Berry, Mr. Meachem 
and Captain Shelley then arrived with 15 
soldiers, arrested the freighters and put them 
tmder a guard of two soldiers and 10 to 15 
Indians over night. 
Previous to the ar­ 
rest J. D. Jackson 
requested 
pro­ 
tection from a Major, name unknown, 
who had 200 soldiers under him ; but tbe 
Major replied that he was not there to pro­ 
tect the whites. Tho next morning the 
freighters were marched to Kline's ranch, 
where the soldiers disarmed them, even tak­ 
ing their pocket-knives, after which they 
were dismissed, the Agent and officers stating 
that they were not in their jurisdiction. 
Thus these five men were left defenseless in 
an Indian country, denied protection by the 
Government officers, who had an ample force 
and knew the men had acted in self defense, 
excepting Colonel Beumont, who, at the risk 
of censure by his superior officers, sent a 
sufficient force to escort them towards Segu- 
ache. On the arrival at Kline’s ranch. Agent 
Berry told Jackson to obey Captain Kline’s 
instruction, and they would be unharmed. 
Kline attempted to get them to proceed to­ 
wards their destination, which would have 
resulted in their death. Young Jackson, 
who did the shooting, gave himself up to 
Mefcms. Kline, Hoyt, Uulines and one In­ 
dian, to bo taken to Gunnison City for trial. 
These men took Jacksou without guard anil 
started towards Gunnison City, and had pro­ 
ceeded three miles when they reported that 
the Indians overpowered them and took the 
prisoner; but it is asserted by a man who 
overheard their conversation that Kline, 
Hoyt and Holmes intended giving Jackson 
np to the Indians when they left Kline’s 
ra* ch. The freighters begged the military 
officers for arms to protect themselves with, 
but were refused. Steps are now being taken 
north of here to avenge Jacluon’a death, aa 
soon as it is definitely ascertained. 
Triennial Convention or the Pratestnat 
Episcopal Chareta. 
N ew Y ohk, October Gth.—The Triennial 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church opened this morning with impressive 
services at St. George’s Church. With the 
exception of North Carolina, every diocese is 
represented iu the House of Bishops. There 
are also present missionary Bi-hop. Penck of 
Cape Palmas, and Scheiachnwsky of Shanghai, 
the Old Catholic Bishop" Herzog of Switzer­ 
land, and the Bishop of Edinburgh. Bishop 
Kip of California delivered the address, 
alter which communion was administered. 


TSBishop Kip’s sermon was “ Popular Re­ 
ligion of the Day, ” con traetiug t he spirit of the 
church in early days with modern Christian­ 
ity. He said : The care of too many who 
call themselves Christians is to gather around 
them all they can of this world’s comfort, and 
they are scarcely recognized as disciples of 
Christ, except as they are seen in the church. 
D - they often deny themselves anything to 
advance the gospel ? Does their ordinary life 
furnish illustrations of that announcement of 
the .Lord, “ He that loses his life for my sake 
shall find it?” What is theirs but the high 
polish of society—a mere civilization and re­ 
finement of mind, which might exist entirely 
independent of the gospel ? There ia nothing 
about it distinctly Christian.

POLITICS. 


The Powers and the Forte. 
C o nstantin ople, October 6th.—There was 
a conference of the Embassadors on Monday 
to consider the Turkish notes. 
The fleets in their new position are com­ 
pletely landlocked. 
V ienna, October Gth.—The Turkish note 
is not acceptable to all the Powers. The 
Powers desire to maintain European concert, 
and await proposals from England. A block­ 
ade is mentioned as a probable measure of 
coercion. 
C o nstantin ople, October 6th,—The note 
presented to the Embassadors Monday 
says the Porte undertakes to cede Dulcigno, 
and cause it to be evacuated, while main­ 
taining a statu quo as regards the line of the 
frontier. As soon as the Powers give the 
assurance the Porte* demanded in his last 
previous note, the Porte will inform the local 
population that they are free to remain or 
emigrate. If the Porte’s efforts to cede Dul­ 
cigno fail, the troops and local authorities 
will retire to the frontier. The Porte, how­ 
ever, will be in no wise responsible for any 
complications which may arise at the scene of 
such failure. 
London, October Gth.—The Daily TVt ws 
says : The demand that a naval demonstra­ 
tion shall not be resorted to, either for the 
settlement of the Dulcigno or any further 
question, is unparalleled in European politics 
bince the demand by which Napoleon III. 
forced a war upon Prussia. 
Sentence Deferred. 
C onstantinople, October Gth.—For the 
past week the Porte has deferred pronouncing 
sentence on the three assassins of Dr. Par­ 
sons, the American missionary, on a plea 
that they were ill. Mr. Heap, Consul-Gen­ 
eral of the United States, however, has fixed 
Saturday next for pronouncing sentence. 
The Fope and Archbishop McCIoskry. 
L ondon, October 6th.—The Standard's 
Rome special Bays: The Pope has nomi­ 
nated a coadjutor, with the right of future 
succession, to Archbishop McCloskey of New 
York, in order to permit the latter to leave 
his diocese. The Pope is displeased with 
Archbishop McCloskey for participating in 
the reception of Parnell, the Irish agitator, 
and that displeasure will be manifested if 
the Archbishop comes to Rome. 
D lsaslrons Flrrs. 
P a ris, October 6th.—Thirty-five houses 
are already burned by a lire raging in the 
town of Ax, Department of Arieze. 
London, October Gth.—A fire in the wor­ 
sted mills at Greenock caused a loss of £50,­ 
000. Nine hundred persons are thrown out 
of employment. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
There arrived at New York yesterday the 
steamers Gellert and Canada, which brought 
$847,000 in gold. 
The old writing-paper mill at Elkhart, 
Ind., was burned Tuesday evening. 
The 
employes had barely time to escape before 
the sec-'>n fl ior fell.

Chicago, October Gth.—A representative 
of the Intei-Ocean interviewed General Grant 
to-day, who says the main portion of the 
Cincinnati Gazette’s report of his interview 
with Dr. Fowler is correct. It was, however, 
somewhat more severe on Hancock in some 
particulars than the actual talk was—not 
more incorrect, however, than might be ex­ 
pected when it is remembered that Dr. Fow­ 
ler took no notes. The corrections General 
Grant makes are chiefly unimportant. Thus, 
he says $4,000,000 was the amount of the 
Louisiana levee bonds, and that he did not 
know that Reverdy Johnson’s fee was to be a 
quarter of a million of dollars, but had heard 
it stated. He said the statement of Dr. 
Fowler concerning the result iu Chicago was 
substantially what he said. “ I believed,” 
said he, “ that I could break up the ‘ solid 
South,’ and bring about a Btate of affairs 
where the two great parties 
would 
be national 
parties. 
I also thought 
my 
visits 
abroad 
and 
my 
study 
of questions of commerce and trade 
would enable me to materially advance the 
interests of this couutry in a commercial 
sense. Particularly did I think this the case 
with Mexico, which country raises all the 
tropical products that we use in the United 
States, and is ready to take in exchange our 
own products; while in the case of many 
other nations of whom we buy we are unable 
to give anything in exchange except sterling 
exchange.” 
AN INTERVIEW WITH HANCOCK. 
New Y ork, October Gth.—A Telegram re­ 
porter to-day interviewed General Hancdtk 
in reference to the recent opinions expressed 
by General Grant. He said : “ My knowl­ 
edge of what General Grant has actually said 
is confined to what may be called hearsay 
evidence. I have read what has been attri­ 
buted to him as bis utterances in tbe news­ 
papers. Now I shall take pains to ascertain 
from an authoritative source just what Gen­ 
eral Grant said about me.” 
“ Will you apply to him personally for in­ 
formation ? ” 
“ That would be the best course to pursue, 
I suppose. I mean to get at the truth.” 
“ If you find that the ex-President ha. 
really made assertions derogatory to your 
character, will you make a reply ? ’ 
“ Yes, if necessary.” 
“ Then I am to understand that if General 
Grant has assailed your character, as he is re­ 
p rted to have done, you will make a gen­ 
eral denial.” 
“ I will certainly deny everything untrue. 
After I have sifted the matter to the bottom, 
aud decide to reply, I will prepare a careful 
and comprehensive statement for publica­ 
tion,” 
“ How long will be required for you to hear 
personally from General Grant in the mat­ 
ter ?” 
“ I cannot say, but I shall lose no more 
time than I can help in getting at the bottom 
of the matter.” 
“ What reason have you for doubting that 
General Grant attacked your character ?” 
“ In the first place, he lacked good grounds 
upon which to attack me, and iu the second 
place he is an old soldier and a graduate of 
West Point, and as such he could not, it 
seems to me, so far overstep the bounds of 
truth and gentlemanly propriety as to at­ 
tempt to injure me, even in private conver­ 
sation.” 
“ Cannot yon authorize me to make formal 
reply to Grant in your behalf to-day ? ’’ 
“ No, sir. As I have already told you, I 
must know just what kind of a reply is needed 
before I make any statement in detail. It 
would be unjust both to Grant and myself for 
me to come before the public with a formal 
proclamation at this moment.” 
“ But, General, do you not think delays 
are dangerous ? ” 
“ Not always. There is a proper time and 
a proper manner in which to do a thing. If 
I find that Grant has wrongfully assailed me, 
the public will not be long kept in ignorance 
of my side of the question; but I shall not 
make undue haste iu the matter. This is all 
I have to say at present.” 
By this time the boat had reached the land­ 
ing on the New York side, and the interview 
ended. 
COLONEL BLANTON DUNCAN AND HANCOCK. 
New York, October Gth.—Colonel Blanton 
Duncan furnished the Herald two letters 
from General Hancock, which he says were 
never before shown anybody or published. 
The first letter is dated October 29, 1879, and 
is as follows : 
My Dear Colonel: I received to day your favor of 
the 25th, and was much Ínteres cd in your resume 
of the workings of the political caldron. 1 have 
always been of the opinion, and am so still, that 
nntif the Democratic party lias disused of the 
question as to whether they would nominate Tilden 
as a sequence of past events, it was folly, inside of 
that organization, to advance other candidates, if 
their availability for the future »as a question of 
importance or interest. 1 havejio part in any pro­ 
gramme looking to the future. My name comes up 
through friends and foes, possibly, yet I know of 
no machinery in the interest of my nomination. I 
seem in pubic opinion to be put forth 
as the exponent of certain political possibilities, 
and I would be better pleased if allowed to pursue 
the even tenor of my way untouched by political 
excíteme!.t. I do not wish to be considered a 
chronic candidate, for 1 know what that means when 
tbcendcomcs; so my friends had better let the 
matter rest, or if not, let it drift. The next election 
is to be a momentous one. What may come out of 
it, good or bad, I do not know; but 1 am certain 
that I cannot assist in leading to a good result more 
certainly than by following the quiet course 1 have 
always endeavored to pursue. If I come in question 
in politics it will have to be from the States and 
people, not from me. I am, very truly, yours, 
WINFIELD 8. HANCOCK. 
The letter was marked “ Confidential.” 
October 23, 1579. 
Colonel Blanton Duncan—My Dear Sir: For 
some time 
and myself have been talking over a 
Í 
lan to elect General Hancock President of the 
uitcd States. Our plan is that you write to Gen­ 
eral Hancock, and if ho responds with the right 
views on financial and labor questions, that we tiren 
decide to call a National Convention, nominate Han­ 
cock for President and some ex-Confedvrate for 
Vice-President, aud it will force the Democrats to 
meet and nominate the same ticket. Yonr plan of 
calling both the Democrat and National Grtenback 
Conventions for tho same day will not work, and 
will give a large amount of our party an excuse to 
say it was a political trade, while my plan is one 
that a large majority of our party will indorse. 1 
hope you will agree on the plan, and have a con­ 
ference with General Hancock on the subject. 
The above was received from a prominent 
Greenbacker, and by Colonel Duncan for­ 
warded, with a recommendation to General 
Hancock not to make any reply to it. He, 
however, wrote to Colonel Duncan as follows : 
[CON VIDES TIA L. ] 
N ovem ber 7, 1S79.

Cyrus M cClintock, a boy young in years, 
but old in criminal experience, in this city, 
was convicted on Monday, in the Superior 
Court, of grand larceny of some jewelry, the 
property of Mrs. Gravich. I t developed dur­ 
ing the trial th at he had frequently been an 
inmate of the local jails, and while on the 
stand, testifying in his own behalf, he un­ 
blushingly acknowledged that he was a fre­ 
quenter of Chinese opium dens, and an 
associate with criminal characters. On Tues­ 
day M cClintock was called up for sentence 
before Judge DenBon, his m other being in 
Court. 
She exhibited considerable emotion, 
and her evident sorrow excited the sympathy 
of the numerous spectators witnessing the 
scene. 
Judge Denson, in pronouncing judg­ 
ment, said : 
“ The duty devolving upon the 
C ourtin passing jtidgm entin such a case as this 
is of the most painful and unpleasant nature. 
There is, however, this satisfaction in this 
particular case, th at the verdict of the jury 
was fully justified by the evidence adduced 
at the trial. 
The only question th at dis­ 
tresses my mind is to determine just what the 
penalty ought to be. 
The law fixes the term 
of imprisonment at not less than one nor more 
than ten years—giving a considerable range, ac­ 
cording to the circumstances of each particular 
case. 
I cannot refrain on this occasion from 
saying a few words to this young man, not 
because I have any desire to volunteer advice; 
but w hat I shall say to him is not for his ben­ 
efit alone, b nt for the benefit of others also. 
The punishm ent of those who transgress the 
laws is for the prevention of crime by others 
and for the reformation of those who are 
punished. 
This young man had the misfort­ 
une to lose his father some years ago, and 
his m other was left with a large family of 
small children. 
He has now arrived a t an 
age when he ought to bring support to those 
at home, but instead of th at lie simply has 
brought disgrace upon them. 
H e brings sor­ 
row and suffering where he should have 
brought comfort and joy. 
He admits upnn 
the stand, and it is undoubtedly true, that 
his associations have been witli those who 
discuss the m atter of robbing houses, and 
who infest opium dens and smoke opium with 
the vile and loathsome Chinese. 
His hours 
have been idle and his career has been marked 
by absence from school. 
This has not been 
in accordance with the advice of his mother, 
and I w ant to call his attention at this hour 
to the fruit which his course has yielded. 
W hen young men start in life with the as­ 
sumption th at they will live without honest 
and legitimate 
work 
the 
State 
Prison 
or the 
gailows 
will 
be 
«their lot as 
sure as effect follows cause. 
Idleness is 
the foster-mother of crime, and it leads to 
nothing but misery. 
I would say to every 
young man, ‘ B y all means do som ethiog; be 
employed at something.’ 
There is an old 
adage, which is as true as homely, th at ‘the 
devil finds work for idle li nds.’ 
There is a 
world of meaning in it. 
Any man who starts 
out in a life of idleness is sure to bring up in 
a life of crim e; and I would say to every 
young man, ‘ Do som ething; 
Baw wood, 
eddle newspapers, 
black 
boots, 
groom 
ornee, run errands—anything th at is hon­ 
est.’ 
I t is honorable, it is high-minded, to 
earn an honest living. 
The career of this 
boy is well known in this community. 
The 
jury have recommended th at the Court ex­ 
ercise mercy in pronouncing the judgment, 
and th at recommendation I have seriously 
considered. 
They recommend it on the 
grouud of his extreme youth, and I have con­ 
sidered th at fact, but I cannot help consider­ 
ing to some extent, as against th at recom­ 
mendation, th at this boy’s extreme youth and 
sym pathy for his family has heretofore kept 
him out of prison. 
If you, sir, had felt as 
kindly and as humanely towards your own 
m other and towards your own flesh and blood 
as others do, you would not be here to-day. 
In this case I cannot find it in my conscience 
to impose a merely nominal punishment. 
I 
w ant to recommend to you, in all kindness, 
th a t when you go to State Prison, as now you 
must, th at you be careful about your associa­ 
tions there. 
Y ou will be thrown among the 
worst characters in the State, but place your­ 
self under the protection of the officers, 
be kind and eourteous in your deportment, 
and keep away from the association with bad 
men. 
I«eave crime behind you, and go there 
w ith the intention of making this a lesson of 
reformation, so th at you will come out a bet­ 
ter man. 
Devote your idle hours to reading. 
Read books of soma account—not the yellow- 
backed literature of the day, for it would be 
better for the world if all such literature were 
gathered up and burned in a huge bonfire, 
ltead moral and intellectual books. Improve 
your mind and your character, and come out 
with the resolve th at you will be a man. 
There is yet hope for you, and if yon conduct 
yourself properly I can Rafely say that before 
the end of your term you can hope for Ex 
ecutive clemency.’’ 
During the pronouncing 
of the Judgment M cClintock remained per­ 
fectly stolid and unaffected. 


Iskanb E s R o u te.—Sheriff M. J . Me 
Culcban, of Storey county, Nevada, passed 
through yesterday, having an insane woman 
named Johanna Strada in his custody, whom 
he was taking to Woodbridge Asylum. Also, 
Sheriff J . E. H arrington, of Albion, Idaho, 
having an insane man named G. 1*. Mason in 
charge, for the same asylum. 
They arrived 
on the morning train, and while waiting for 
the St<>ckton train, which leaves at 11:35, 
were transferred to the City Jail for safe 
keeping. 
Both were very violent and pitia­ 
ble in character of malady. 
The woman had 
frequently been through to Stockton while 
sane, and when the overland for San Fran­ 
cisco went th at way, but had not been down 
since the change. 
H ence when she was about 
to lie taken out to aw ait for the Stockton 
train she imagined some ruse was being 
played against her anil she refused to leave 
the car, but got down under the seat, and be­ 
fore she could be taken from her positii n 
w ithout exercise of too great violence, the 
seat had to lie unfastened from the floor and 
removed. 
She was then taken by main force 
and carried oat, bnt her shrieks and appear­ 
ance, from lu r arms being stmtiped to pre­ 
vent her doing injury to herself, was a sad 
sight. 
H er insanity is stated to have been 
c u re d by the brutality of her husband, who 
was of Mexican birth. The man named Scott, 
who was recently taken from the street in this 
city in an insane condition, was yesterday 
taken to the N apa Insane Asylum by Deputy 
Sheriff Chapman.

The State tax for the present 
year, as fixed by the State Board of Equali­ 
zation, is 14 cents higher than last year, be­ 
ing 64 cants as against 624 cents. 
The aggre­ 
gate county and State tax, however, for the 
present year is SI 30. as against 81 50 last 
year, a reduction of 20 cents on the $100, not 
taking into consideration the increased valua­ 
tion in assessments.

The question of the standing of the P . G. 
W . C. TVs was raised, aud the Committee on 
Appeals were instructed to formulate a law 
to govern such cases. 
The Tru-tees of the Orphans’ Home pre­ 
sented their annual report. 
The expenses 
of the Home for the past year have been 
$15,962 74, being 82,973 90 iu excess ox the 
receipts, while the expenditures for the com­ 
ing year are estimated at $16,000. 
_ 
A short rece.-s was had, and on calling to 
order a long list of questions was presented 
from San Francisco, which was referred to 
the Committee on Laws and Usages. 
The Finance Committee’s report was read. 
The financial accounts of the various officers 
were found in all respects correct. 
Iu refer­ 
ence to the endowment funds of the Orphans’ 
Home it was recommended th at they be in­ 
vested in certain county bonds. 
A fter dis­ 
cussion, it was decided to invest only in 
U nited Slates ’securities. 
The recommenda­ 
tions th at the per capita tax remain a t 25 
cents per quarter, and the salary of G. \V. 
S. be 8150 per month, were adopted. 
The 
expenditures for the coming year are esti­ 
mated a t 816,590, of which sum 86,000 is 
appropriated to the lecture work. 
The ex­ 
cess of assets over liabilities is 83,641 58; 
same on Orphans’ Home account, 82,593 76; 
value of Home property, $43,000 ; total as­ 
sets of Graufl Lodge, $49,235 34. 
The Committee on Appeals subm itted a 
report, action on which was postponed, and 
the Lodge adjourned until 1:30 p. M. 
a fte rn o o n session. 
A fter opening the Lodge, on motion, a re­ 
cess until 4 o'clock was taken to visit the art 
gallery of Mrs. E . B. Crocker. 
Nearly all 
the delegates availed themselves of the op­ 
portunity of examining this fine collection. 
On resuming business the G rand Lodge 
Trustees made their anuual report, which was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 
The Committee on Good of the Order then 
made their report. 
The recommendations th at the suggestions 
of the G. \V. C. T. in reference to open- 
Lodge meetings be adopted, and th at the 
question of lectures be referred to the Exec­ 
utive Committee, were adopted. 
The recommendation th at hereafter the 
Order shall only recognize the Bands of Hope 
as the jnvenile work elicited considerable dis­ 
cussion, but was carried with the proviso th at 
Juvenile Temples now in existence shall be 
perm itted to continue on the same as at pres­ 
ent. 
The subject of the vielation of the State 
law by the sale of liquors w ithin two miles 
of the State University, came up on the re­ 
port of the Committee on Petitions th at it be 
referred to the Executive Committee with 
full power to act, was fully discussed and the 
recommendation of the committee adopted. 
The constitutional amendment iu reference 
to the relation of P. G. W . C. T .’s to the 
Grand Lodge came up for action, but after 
an anim ated debate the subject was made the 
special order for to-morrow morning. 
Special committees were appointed on the 
subject of m utual aid, and on the Rescue 
question. 
A fter the announcement of the public 
meeting for this evening, the G rand Lodge 
adjourned until 9:30 to-morrow morning.

TEMPLAR RALLY—A TEMPERANCE MEET­ 
ING LAST NIGHT. 


A public tem perance meeting was held in 
the Sixth-street M . E. Church last evening, 
under the auspices of the G rand Lodge of the 
Independent Order of Good Templars, which 
is now in session in this city. 
There was a 
large and superior audience in attendance. 
The meeting was called to order by G. W . S, 
George B. Katzenstein. 
An invocation fol­ 
lowed by Grand Chaplain W . H . Tubb of 
M artinez. A hymn was then sung from a leaf­ 
let distributed among the auditors, on which 
some fourteen temperance songs were printed. 
The Grand W orthy Chief Templar, Judge 
Robert Thompson of San Francisco, was then 
introduced. 
H e was glad the meeting was 
held iu a chuich. 
I t was appropriate. 
The 
Church leads in the great moral reforms in the 
world. 
Generally he found ministers to be 
total abstainers ; when they are not they ex­ 
cuse themselves, and whenever one does it 
may be set down th at his practice is not w hat 
his preaching indicates as to temperance. 
The temperance work is going on, the Church 
has one end of the yoke and the temperance 
people the other, and if one is a t any time 
a 
little 
ahead 
of 
the 
other in 
the 
pull it is all 
right. 
The 
temperance 
cause is extending as few suppose. Templars 
lodges are being set up in Europe—in Ger­ 
many and France. 
The time will come when 
the world will look back on this age of drink­ 
ing as we look back on the dark days of 
slavery. 
There is much to encourage the 
temperance workers. 
Ju st now all the tem ­ 
perance people are making a strong pull 
together, 
and are 
getting into a posi­ 
tion 
where 
they 
can speak to politi­ 
cal parties with a hope of being heard and 
feared. 
The time is coming—not far dis­ 
tan t—when the political parties will be forced 
to yield a law by which the voice of the peo­ 
ple may be heard aud obeyed, as to whether 
liquors shall be sold at every corner or not. 
The speaker was warmly applauded. 
A 
quartet composed of Messrs. Crandall, P u t­ 
nam, M cNeill and B runer then sang “ The 
Farew ell.” 
In response to a hearty eucore, 
they sangjthe glee, “ Trust H er N ot.”j 
Mrs. Em ily P itts SteveDS was next intro­ 
duced as one of the missionaries of the cause. 
She said she had been talking temperance all 
the year, and bhe was proud of the Order of 
Good Templars, proud of its work, proud of 
th at splendid monument to the Order and the 
cause, the Tem plars’ Home for Orphaus, 
whose doors are never closed to the little 
waifs cast upon the cold charities of the world. 
T hat “ H om e” was a present to California 
of which the State may well be proud. 
She 
related some of her experiences during the 
year in 
the temperance 
mission work, 
reciting some very 
interesting facts, 
in 
which 
she alleged 
th at the people are 
not aware of the fact th at the Good Templars 
are 13,000 strong here, and th at they are be­ 
coming a power to be felt, 
She concluded 
her address w ith a feeling appeal to young 
girls to exercise their influence for the 
temperance cause, and intensified it with an 
affecting incident. 
The address was received 
with warm applause. 
Levi Leland, Grand Lecturer of the Order, 
was the next speaker. 
H e had traveled three 
years in the State, and could report a marked 
advance in every county in the temperan; e 
field, which is so notable th at in some coun­ 
ties the liquor interest is taking fright, and 
the business is declining. 
H e referred to the 
great influence the Tem plars’ Orphans’ Home 
is exercising, and gave instances of the feeling 
w ith which it is regarded by the people. 
He 
expected to see the day when he could say, 
“ the liquor license system will make a hand­ 
some corpse and it is about to die.” The 
Lecturer’s wit kept the audience in a merry 
humor. 
An ode was then sung. 
Rev. T. D . Bushnell of San Jose was the 
next speaker. 
H e had been doing missionary 
work for the Order, and indorsed w hat had 
been said regarding the encouraging outlook, 
aud in illustration recited some of bis experi­ 
ences iu this State while out on his mission, 
which were very interesting, 
lie concluded 
his recitals with an eloquent appeal to tem ­ 
perance laborers to stand up still for the or­ 
ganized work in the cause of total abstinence. 
A glee was then sung. 
D r. M erritt of San Francisco was next in­ 
troduced. 
Ho believed in standing up for 
temperance, but it m ust be to some purpose,. 
and the ballot will be found to be the final 
aud effective weapon to accomplish the pur­ 
pose. 
Talk as they please, temperance peo­ 
ple can’t keep the cause out of politics aud 
the system of law-making, which is the method 
of crystallizing and making effective public 
opinion. 
The people are responsible ; they 
make the license laws and invite men to avail 
of them. 
The law does prohibit liquor-selling 
in a certain section around the State Uni- 
veisity, and if it is lawful for those acres, it 
is a sanction of the theory of legal prohibi­ 
tion in a larger territory, and commits the 
State to the legality and necessity of protect­ 
ing the youth from liquor-selling, and so the 
law cannot be justly denied for the Normal 
school, all High -Schools, all Gram m ar Schools, 
all Universities, and so on till the “ chart ” 
covers the territory of the State. 
On these 
points he dwelt a t length, pointing out how 
in time this result is possible of attainm ent. 
A fter the singing of another ode the meeting 
was dismissed with a benediction by Rev. Dr. 
Bentley.
